the winter, when the waters of the 
‘Yangtze are at their lowest. 
Coming round Ushant in the Bay 


of Biscay, the vessel met with 
boisterous seas;‘and again’in the 
Mediterranean after leaving Malta 

“the weather was none’ too favour: 
_able, though . throughout ‘all the 
steamer performed splendidly, The 
master tested her fer steering with 
strong beam seas and found that 
she maintained her course «from 
point to point, 

From Aden to Colombo too was 
eventful, the ship crossing the 

* track of two cyclones northiseas- 
hound, and indulging in a von- 
iliet with (a lightning storm. 
From Colombo to Singapore all 
was favourable, un average of

24.—Absolute 
secrecy shrouds the results of the, 
mectings here of the Chinese Con- 
sortium Conference held at the 
office of J. 2.

Lamont, on October 19, 20 and 21.} 


The Chicago Tribune's London cor- 
respondent, however, hus obtained 
the minutes which the conference 
drew ‘up, and’ which the American 
group forwarded ‘to the State .De- 
partment, requesting the depart- 
ment'to forward same confidential- 
ly to the delagates of the Tariff 
Conference. 

After advocating no change in 
the, policy of railway development 


in China, the minutes treat on two}. 


main points. First, the Chinese 
group and the, second, the special 
Tariff Conference: 7 

The first reiterutes a desire for 
the formation of an effective Chin- 
ese group to be admitted as a 
member of the consortium on 
equal, terms. The Peking repre- 
sentatives have been instructed to 
proceed forthwith with the diseus- 
sion with the proper Chinese bank? 
ing community. Second, the coun- 
cil embodied views in a series of 
memoranda attached thereto. 

Expressing satisfaction at the 
Powers’ willingness to revise the 
customs treaty, the memorandum 
hopes that the Peking Conference 


bwill include the f{uestion of ad- 


justing the national expenditure 
according to actual revenues, and 
recommends the inauguration of a 
modern system of financial ac- 
counting. 

It says, further that no scheme 
af financial reform should: be con- 
sidered adequate without includ-; 
ing « provision for settlement .of 
China's indebtedness as a whole, 
but the council expects confidently 
the return of peace and amity be- 
tween China and the Powers, the 
one important purpose, which ul- 
timately conduces - to ” China’s 

capacity to discharge her in- 
debtedness, 

Tt adds that national ‘debt fund- 
ing or conversion must form an in- 
gegral part of any scheme for 
China's reconstruction, but con- 
structive méasures of fiscal re- 
‘form with suitable safeguards 
must. be a condition preceding any 
settlement of unsecured debts, 
which question should be submit- 
ted to the experts’ committee for’ 
examination, The last memoran- 
dum, dealy with the debt funding 
plan, but the Tribune despatch. 
does not give its contents,

“The present state of affairs has 
gone on for well nigh six months, 
and it is doing no good to anybody, 
except to a _few of tho pickets, but 
infinite injury and losa-to all other 
parties concerned. Do not run 
away with the idea that you in 
Hongkong are suffering mord than 
the people in Canton. We are 
suffering just as much, if not more. 
I will only state’ one instance which 
will show the tremendous losses to 
the Cantonese.. Every year during 
the five festivals, the Ching Ming, 
the Dragon, Mid-Autumnal, Mid- 
Winter, and New Year, the overseas 
Chinese remit back to Kwangtung 
sums conservatively estimated at 
ten million dollars for each of the 
first four festivals and twenty 
million dollars for the New. ‘Year. 
Since this strike, five million dollars 
of the Dragon Festival, ten million 
dollars of the Mid-Autumnal’ and 
probably ten million dollars of the 
Mid-Winter -remittanees . ‘from 
abroad have been lost to Kwang- 
tung, not to speak of the losses from 
business stagnation.

| ovrerestinG case IN couRT, 
HONGKONGS’ an 


*, Questions concerning a !andlord’s 
right to raise rent, and to what 


extent,'in view of repairs and im-. 


provements to property, were 
brought up in an application in the 
Summary Court this morning before 
Mr. Justice Wool. Three cases 
were down to be heard ¢oneerning 
Nos. 14, 15, and 16 Jubilee Street, 
all owned by the same landlord, but 
let to different tenants. ‘The ap- 
plicant: was Tsang lu-ting and in 
respect of the first building he ap- 
plied as ledsor, under Scetion 
14 of the Rent Ordinanee 
1922, that the present Chinese 
lunar monthly. rent «of $320, 
due and payable in respect of the 
premises, be increased to the sum 
of $344.40 per lunar month,-as 
from January 28th, 1922, This ap- 
plication was mnde on the grounds 
that the lessor had expended 
money on improvements. In the 
case of No. 15, an increase from 
$325 to $851, was asked for, 
and an increase from $296 
to $318.60 in the’ case of 
No. 16. Mr. D. McCallum appeared 
for the landlorl, and Mr Wadeson 
for the tenants of Nos. 15, and 16. 
The tenant of No. 14 was not re- 
presented, 

Oné case out of the three was 
taken, that being No. 15, the 
tenant heing the Cheong Shing firm. 

Mr. McCallum’ said he did not 
think any evidence would be called, 
and he was going to usk Mr. 


Wadeson to what he agreed and to 


«what he 'did not agree. 

Mr. Wadeson said that this was 
an application for an increase of 
rent, and he submitted that'all 
Mr. MeCallum had to-da..was to 
satisfy the Court of 1G i 
and the Court would’ 
he should receive any cate or 
not. He (Mr. Wadeson) and ad- 
mitted to Mr. McCallum already all 
the necessary facts in the case, 
facta that he would have had_ to 
‘produce if he had come ex-parte. 
He would address the Court: on.the 
question of costs later. 

Continuing, Mr, MeCa!lum went 
on to ‘describe the improvements | ¥ 
that had been done to the premises. 
Prior to the alterations he sald the 
floors throughout the interior were 
made of wood. All those were re- 
moved and piers were built up the 
sides of the walls to carry re- 
enforced concrete beams,—orick in 
cement mortar. Re-enforced con- 
crete floors had also been put in, 
and new staircases had been added. 
paid. 

-He-then' referred to Section 6 
of the Ordinance and snid it was 
one of the greatest restrictions as 
far as property was concerned, 
and it would have to be absolutely 
strictly construed, when they were 
taking into consideration any 
right which it was affecting. It 
was ‘affecting a right so far o8 
the rent was concerned, as it limit- 
ed the amount the landlord .was 
entitled to get, and that’ was a 
tremendous restriction.. After 
thut the section gave relief, and 
when relief was given it should 
be construed with the widest 
possible construction. 

Mr. Justice Wood said he (Mr. 
McCallum) was asking him to in- 
crease the rent, and tht noxt 
question to be'asked wes when 
the increase should date from—the 
finish of the altqrnations, | the 
commencement of the Ordinance 
(June 16, 1922,) or the date of the 
issue of the writ. 

Mr. Wadeson’ referred to See- 
tion 14 of the Ordinance, and said 
the applicant must satisfy tie 
Court he had expended the sum of 
$600 or more in additions and in- 
provements, and he wished to 
emphasise, the words “additions 
or improvements,” by which in 
ihe opinion of the Court, the 
rateable value shall have been or 
shall be ificrensed. He submitted 
that improvements were entircly 
different from repairs. Repairs 
were things that the landlord 
must do to keep his property In- 
tact, or wquld have to do in the 
absence of any agreement on the 
part of tho tenant. He pointed
